a defeated 
candidate could 
contest the nomination of his 
suc­ 
cessful 
opponent 
on 
the ground 
that his nomination was effected by 
illegal v otes—that 
is, by the votes 
of electors not entitled to vote in 
the primary of the party 
to which 
the candidates belong. 
“An entirely 
wrong 
impression 
has gone out as to the effect of the 
decision of the supreme court in the 
Kelso and 
Mote primary 
election 
cases,” 
said 
Mr. 
Stotsenburg. 
“From articles 
appearing 
in

daily papers if would appear that 
the general impression is that

Ly nch came ou t with that sta te ­ 
ment tod ay in an article p rinted by 
flie Citizen, 
an organ 
d ev oted to 
to p rop agand a for a new state con­ 
stitu tion. 
A fter referring to the 
“ grosser 
sid e of p olitical corru p tion’’ su ch as 
v ote bu y ing, grafting, lining u p with 
v ice interests, etc., L y nc h'd e c la re d . 
“Now* there is a sp ecies of d ecay 
more d ifficu lt 
to recognize 
which 
may best be d escribed as d ry rot— 
“ So it is with the great commu n­ 
ity of Ind iana, the festering sores 
that break 
ou t and show 
on the 
su rface are wid ely recognized and 
the w arfare against them is inces­ 
sant, while the d isease that is sil­ 
ently 
sap p ing 
aw ay 
the 
v ital 
strength of the state has rev ealed 
itself to bu t a thou ghtfu l few.” 
Ly nch then ad d s that “ somehow 
there lias 
come 
to be no mov ing 
force among u s arou sing to v igorou s 
and healthfu l p olitical activ ity . 
“The 
mass of Ind iana’s p op u la­ 
tion,” he say s, “ has lost the facu lty 
of self gov ernment 
to the 
d egree 
that gov ernment often is left in the 
hand s of stu p id and 
selfish lead - 
. j y 
ers. 
The article say s that most of the 
chu rchmen will su p p ort a Billy Su n­ 
d ay rev iv al and p ossibly will contri­ 
bu te to the anti-saloon leagu e, bu t 
that they “ u su ally d isp lay neither 
knowled ge nor 
interest” 
when 
it 
comes to su p p orting a mov ement for 
a new constitu tion or for constru c­ 
tiv e legislation.
